What happened was that a private citizen had wanted an 
article in the warrant and had started to gather the one hun- 
dred signatures that are necessary for inclusion of a private 
article in the special town meeting warrant. The selectmen 
felt that he would get them anyway, and therefore, asked the 
Board of Public Works to put the article in under their sponsor- 
ship, thus eliminating the necessity of getting the one hundred 
signatures. This the Board of Public Works did “’reluctantly”, 


the quotes being the selectmen’s. 

We can’t feel that the Selectmen should have asked the 
Board of Public Works to do this, nor can we feel that the 
Board of Public Works was sufficiently reluctant. We can't 
see any group of men putting their names to something that 


they’re against.

To meet the threat of a record-breaking traffic acci- 
dent toll, motorists and pedestrians should adopt ‘’Be 
Alive on the Fifth” as the keynote of a nationwide cam- 
paign against accidents during the holiday. 


Close to 30,000,000 vehicles are expected to pack 
the highways over the Fourth of July, and their speedome- 
ters are expected to lick nearly four billion miles during 
the three-day holiday.
